This 
is because they cannot stand the 
ozone, says Pearson’s Weekly (Lon- 
don). 

Ozone {s concentrated oxygen. You 
get a whiff of ozone after a thunder- 
storm owing to the electric dis- 
charges through the oxygen of the 
air. Sea air is richer in ozone than 
is country air, for ozone is generated 
largely by the vibration of the wavep. 

Seaside air has just sufficient 
ozone gently to irritate the lungs. 
This quickens the flow of the blood. 
Thus the poisons in the ozone are 
really tonics,

The Primitive laws of man were all 
based upon “Taboo,” or as we call it, 
“luck.” 

The things that people did that al- 
ways resulted {n pain or trouble were 
forbidden or tabooed. At first, every 
violation of the taboo brought its own 
punishment. For instance, if the 
tribe lived in a cave and at one dark 
Spot a rock protruded so that a man 
would bump his head if he walked 
there, the medicine man declared that 
Path tabvoed and all who broke the 
taboo bumped their heads and suffer- 
ed. When laws became more compll- 
cated the natural penalty did not al- 
ways work, and so penalties had to be 
provided to make the taboo good. We 
work under this system now in most 
of our laws, but the teeth still carry 
their own penalties, 

If you neglect your teeth you will 
surely get the penalty without a judge 
or a jury. 

A tooth aches for two general rea- 
sons: First, if the pulp is exposed it 
becomes inflamed and causes intense 
sharp pain from the actual irritation 
of the nerve. In this kind of tooth- 
ache the pain is entirely from within 
the tooth.

A Dying Island 


Scientists Believe Land Soured From 
Rapid Vegetation 

A good sized island in Puget Sound 
is apparently dying of old age. 

It was recently observed, says a 
correspondent, that every fir and 
cedar tree on the island was dead. | 
About the water's edge vegetation ap- 
peared withered, and a thin vapour 
hung over the island during the day. 

Never inhabited, and about 100 
acres in extent, the island has for 
years been noted for its growths of 
wonderful trees, Firs three feet in 
diameter grew so thickly as to make! 
travel through them almost impos: | 
sible. Both cedar and alder flourish- 


The ownership of this tract has 
been in litigation for some years, and 
the timber could not be logged. 

Now there is not a living thing on 
the island, Death alone stalks grim- 
ly over the trails worn by formed den- 
izens of this forest empire. Not a 
crow rests on the dead tops, and as 
boats pass an occasional crash tells 
of the falling of a great tree. 

Scientists who recently visited the 
island believe the land soured. The 
growth of the trees and vegetation 
has been so rapid and dense as to ex- 
haust the humus in the soil. 

Another theory is that the sofl rests 
on a rock base, and the rootlets of 
the plants have come into contact 
with the ‘brine of Puget Sound to 
such an extent that the salt has burn- 
ed out the plant life. The vapour 
is caused by decaying vegetation. 

Birds keep away, as insects are few 
in dead timber.

Mucilage on Postage Stamp

in a spray upon the rollers, The sheet 
with its wet coating of mucilage 
passes from the rollers into a flue 
filled with hot air, When it comes 
out at the other end of the flue the 
mucilage is dry,

Immigration, Railways, Freight Rates, Taxation, 
and Public Works will present questions demanding im- 
emediate action by the decison of men who should have 
some personal knowledge as distinguished from a geo- 
graphical or historical knowledge. 

Acpuaintance in the great majority of cases leads to 
appreciation. Every member of the Canadian Parlia- 
ment should be invited, and so far as the Government has 
power or influence, requested to traverse Canada from 
coast to coast; going one way over the Canadian National 
Railway and the othe over the Canadian Pacific. 

No man is fit to legislate for Canada until he has seen 
Canada. Moneys expended by the Government in paying 
the expenses of every memder of Parliament on a journey 
from one end of Canada to the other would be only a rea- 
sonable and necessary insurance premium for securing 
good legislation and ensuring against inadequate or ill- 
advised legislation. 

We believe that the efficiency of Parliment would be 
very greatly increased once every member had made a 
transcontinental tour of personal investigation. Even if 
the times were normal, and the demands for Parliament 
ary action confined to routine legislation, there would be 
great factor of safty in legislative action by a body of 
men who were dealing with localities they had actually 
visited. 

Our legislator friends from the eastern provinces, 
once they come out and get acquainted, will find that 
western Canadians inhabit a fair country of rich re- 
sourc; and that the great golden future of Canada will 
materialize largely as a reults of co-operation between 
East and West and will be retarded by any interveing 
discriminations. ?

During ‘the last ten 
years a phenomenon growth in the 
number of dairy cows and a wonderful 
improvement in the quality of daviy 
products has been witnessed in the 
Canadian West. At the present rate 
of progress, the permanent agriculture 
of these Western Provinces will, in a 
few years more, be devoted largely to 
intelligent dairy farming, with its pro-

Before this can be. accomplished, 
however, it is recognized that West 


ern Canada must produce butter and 
cheese of a quality that will enable 
her to compete in the world’s markeis 
with such countries as Denmark, 
where the science of marketing dairy 
produce has been reduced to a fine 
art. To do this successfully, the 
basic product—cream—must not only 
be of a high quality, but the finished 
article for export must be of a uni! 
form grade and adapted to the palates | 
of the people in the countries wh ave | 
itis sent. This is the problem that Is | 
now occupying the attention of dali) 
experts in all three provinces. What 
success has attended their efforts may 
be judged from the fact that a ready 
market is found for all surplus pro-| 
duce, not only in the provinces of | 
Eastern Canada but also in the 


Unit- | 
ed States and Europe. 
It was not until 1915 that even 
Manitoba, although the oldest. of the 
Prairie Provinces, commenced to pro-| 
duce enough butter to do any export: | 
ing. In 1919, however, that province | 
sent out 153 carloads, and during the| 
first few months of 1920, 17 carloads 
of creamery butter were shipped to 
Chicago, one to New York, one to 
Philadelphia, and two to Nova Scotia, 
besides a number of carloads to East- 
ern Canada and the Pacific Coast. 
Saskatchewan is following closely in 
the footsteps of her sister province, 
and during the first nine months of 
1920, shipped 81 carloads of produce, 
43 of which went to Eastern Canada 
and seven to points in the United 
States, From a preduction of just 
over two million pounds in 1919, Al-j 
berta now has an annual output of 
more than twelve million pounds of 
_crenimery butter, which is increasing 
steadily every ye A large propor- 
tion of this naturally tinds its way te 
the export market. 
In 1910, Alberta produced 2,315,000 
pounds of butter, Saskatchewan, 1, 
648,696 pounds, and Manitoba, - 
487 pounds--a total of just over six 
million pounds. In 1920, ten years 
later, the production of these three 
provinces had increased between 
eight and nine hundred per cent, to 
2,375,000 pounds.

Twelve Thousand Indian Children 
Attending School in Canada , 

There were 12,568 Indian children 
attending Indian schools, throughout 
the Dominion during the past year, of 
which number somewhat the larger 
portion were girls, According to the 
annual report of,the Department of 
Indian Affairs there were 826 Indian 
schools in operation, 253 being day, 58 
boarding and 15 industrial. This shows 
a net increase of five schools over the 
previous year. The total enrolment 
in the day schools was 7,775; in tie 
boarding schools 8,156, and in the in- 
dustrial schools 1,627, The average 
attendance in the three classes of 
schools was 8,723, an increase of 1,094 
over the previous year. 

The course of study is that prescrib- 
ed for the provincial, public and sep- 
arate schools and is strictly adhered 
to, 

Land for farming and gardening 
purposes as provided at practically all 
the residential schools, 
fre thus enabled to get a general 
knowledge of agriculture. The grant- 
ing of assistance to graduates is being 
continued.

A further tribute to the prowess of 
Mr. Seager Wheeler in wheat produc- 
tion is given by the Olean (N.Y.) 
Herald in a recent editorial, It says: 

Seager Wheeler, Canada’s wheat 
wizard, gets thirty dollars a bushel 
for Early Triumph, his new variety 
of seed wheat. It ripens ten days 
earlier than any other wheat. and 
yields eight to ten bushels more to 
the acre. 


That helps all farmers, by increas: 
ing their possible profits, It also 
moves the wheat belt one hundred 


miles farther north, putting millions 
of acres udner cultivation. 

Wheeler, on his Saskatchewan farm, 
has a wheat production record of 
eighty-two bushels an acre, In in- 
ternational expositions he has won the 
world’s championship five times, 

Men like Wheeler and Luther Bur- 
bank will be the outstanding figures 
of our time, whén a really civilized 
posterity re-writes history and puts 
wars and other things where they be- 
long—on a back seat. 

The record of Mr. Wheeler, whose 
farm is located at Rosthern, Central 
Saskatchewan, is well known to all 
students of agriculture. 

The editor of this publication well 
remembers the beginning of his rapid 
climb to fame. In 1912, his exhibit 
was awarded at the New York Land 
Show the $1,000 gold prize donated by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway for the 
best bushel of hard spring wheat 
grown in North America, and a tele- 
Sram of congratulation was sent to 
him on his success. When the pres- 
entation of the prize was later made, 
at a banquet tendered to him by the 
Canadian Club at Calgary, he told an 
interesting story of the receipt of the 
telegram. 

“My farm, as many of you know,” 
j he sald, “is situated quite a little dis- 

| tance from the raway station. My 
| wite and I, that very evening, had 
been discussing our financial situation 
| which was indeed anything but satis- 
factory. Though I had already then, 
won several prizes and had a surplus 
of potato diggers, drills, harrows,

bed late, disheartened. 

“About 11 o'clock a knock on the
